killing of King Henry of Na- 
varre by Rivaillac. (^n the 14 th 
of May, ICIO, rvaviuUao iieard mass 
at the Church of St. Eerioit and 
dined in his inn with his landlord ami 
a trade.sman named Colletet. He went 
out afterward and proceeded to the 
r.ouvre. Ho wanteii lo l:ill the king 
between the two gates, but he could 
not get near the coach when the prince 
went out at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Henry wished to see the preparations 
which were then making for the entry 
of the newly crowned queen from St. 
Denis. There were in the coach with 
tb» monarch the Duke.sof Epernonand 
of Montbazon, the JfarshaLs do la 
Force, de Eoqut'laurc.aiul de Lavardin, 
the first I'lquerry Liancourt, and the 
Marquis de iNIirabeau. The two coach 
doors were open; the guard had re- 
mained at the house ; a small number 
of gentlemen on horseback and several 
running footmen escorted the coach. 
Ravaillac followed it. When the coach 
entered the Rue de la Ferronnerie,

me.to pieces.' lie asked ah.nolution of 
Dr. Filesac, who answered : 

" 'We are forbidden to give it in 
c.isr of a vrhnv of liigb treason, unless 
the guilty one reveal.s his abettors .and 
accomplices.' 

" '1 have none ; it is 1 alone who 
did it tiive me the absolution on con 
dition. You cannot refuse this.' 

•' 'Well, then, I give it to you,' re- 
jiliud the confessor, ' ljut if the contrary 
be true, instead of absolution I pro- 
nounce your eternal damnation.

"These were llie last \roids of 
Ravaillac. In the proces veilial of the 
execution we read that tliepco[ile wish 
ed to associate their vengeance with 
the vindication of the law.s; several 
commenced to pull the cords with such 
energy that one of the nobility, who 
was near bv, had bis horse ]iut to in 
order to aid them; anil after a long 
hour of ]nilling, witlunu disnxMiilicr 
niciiL taking placi', llic pcoph' of all 
ranks threw tlieni.scl ves on ihe body 
with swords, knive.s and stick.s,striking, 
cutting and rending until it was torn 
liaib from limb and piece from jiiece. 
These pieces were carried ofl" from the 
executioner, dragging theai hither and 
thither through tho slreets with uii 
governable fury, at last burning them

the footmen had entered thn cemetery 
of the Timocents in order to run more 
comfortably; only two remained bv 
the coach. Ravaillac said that at this 
moment, 'His Majesty bring on llie 
back seat, with his face turned and 
leaning toward M. d'Epernon, he gave 
him one oi two stabs with his knife in 
the side,pa.ssing his arm over the wheel 
of the coach.' None of the gentlemen 
saw tho king stabbed — a most surpris- 
ing thing , says L'Ktoile. The sentinel 
states that Henry was killed by two 
knifo strokes in the body. L'Etoile 
says that the first stroke entered be- 
tween the second and third rib, a little 
above the heart, and the second (from 
which the king died, not being able, 
after receiving it, to do more than 
heave a great sigh) pierced the heart. 
The same historian says that the wc- 
oud stroke was followed by a third, 
which did no more than to cut tho 
sleeve of the Due de Montbazon. 

"The assassin," he continues, "woulil 
have been able to escape unknown if 
he iiad not remained, knife in hand, as 
if to show himself ami to gloi-y in this 
greatest of assa-ssinations. 

WITHOUT ACCOM I'LICKH. 

"He affirmed steadily, in the diflfer- 
ent examinations which he underwent 
that he had been incited by no one to 
commit the crime ; that ho had felt a 
temptation to kill the king; iliat some- 
times he yielded to it, and other times 
he did not, and thai, in short, he had 
been propelled but by his own will, and 
that he had imparted his intentions to 
no one.

of theSorbonne, File.sac and Ciamachos, 
attended him iluiing his last moments, 
lie declarod to them that he had only 
yielded to the t('m[itation of the devil. 
When, on the same day, tho liTtli of 
May, he was about to leave tho Con- 
ciergerie, he was assailed by the prison- 
ers in tumult, overwhelmed with insults 
and curses, and would have been torn 
to pieces by them if the guards had 
not employed force and arms to rescue 
him from tlnir hands.

The character of "Richelieu" priscnted 
by Mr. Sheridan at New Market last night 
is an uneven performance. The first and 
second acts developed littlo in tho crafty 
cardinal, except his grim humor, and his 
cough, tho latter being ovordime, iitid be- 
ing alwtiys followed by a natural voice, 
wliero it should bo for a time hoarse and 
husky.

Certainly there has 
been, on account of recent events in 
Africa, an iuterclKingu of diploniatii 
notos, till interchaiigo which still con 
tinues, and is no doubt not yet about 
to^jfinish.
